Jury find pair guilty of Oceana killing

Two men found guilty of murder¬ 
ing clubber Jamie Sanderson in 
Kingston’s Oceana nightclub had 
links to the notorious Peckham 
Young Guns gang. 

A jury returned guilty verdicts 
against Brandon Francis, 20, from 
Camberwell and Levan Greenfield, 
22, from Peckham at the Old Bailey 
on Tuesday. 

Aspiring rapper Jamie Sander¬ 
son, 20, from Southall died of a sin¬ 
gle stab wound inflicted inside the 
Clarence Street club on October 25 
last year. 

Two other men - Benjamin On- 
wuma, 20, and Ashley Milne, 23, 
were acquitted. 

Detective Inspector Mark Lawson 
said: “The family had to ensure a 
very difficult six-week trial.

“I am pleased justice has been 
done. But it demonstrated once 
again the use of a knife has such a 
damning effect on another family 
in London.” 

A man who knew Francis from 
Peckham Academy said: “He was a

bad breed. 

“A troublemaker that always 
made people cover for him. 

“He never sorted anything out 
himself. 

“He was one of them little guys 
that could make one phone call and 


make 50 people turn up.” 

Francis ran from police after the 
murder but was caught. 

Greenfield was found hiding from 
police in a friend’s shed in Harrow. 

His previous convictions include 
threatening a nurse, threatening to 
stab a bailiff, punching a woman 
and punching a security guard at a 
hostel. 

CCTV stills produced during the 
trial captured the fight which 
showed Francis pulling Jamie into 
a headlock, while another showed 
Greenfield holding him as he was 
attacked. 

Police do not know which of the 
men delivered the fatal blow. 

CCTV footage taken outside 
the club showed Francis taking 
what looked like a knife out of his 
pocket.

Children’s services are 
rated inadequate - again 


Kingston Council’s child protection 
services have been rated “inade¬ 
quate” for the second year in a row 
following a surprise inspection by 
Ofsted. 

But councillors have criticised in¬ 
spectors for the timing of their visit, 
and lamented the fact it coincided 
with the arrest of former leader 
Derek Osbourne on suspicion of pos¬ 
sessing child porn. 

The report commends the borough 
for taking swift action in the wake of 
the disastrous 2012 inspection. 

But it said it was too early to tell if 
many of the improvements were sus¬ 
tainable, given the “legacy” of poor 
practice previously. 

The council is also criticised for 
delays in referrals “potentially 
putting children at further risk”. 

It was told to speed up recruitment 
of permanent social workers and de¬ 
velop a better relationship with 
police regarding children at risk of

abuse, harm or sexual exploitation. 

Council leader Councillor Liz 
Green said she welcomed Ofsted’s 
scrutiny, and praised the work of 
staff. 

But Councillor Andrea Craig, oppo¬ 
sition lead member for children and 
young people, criticised the timing of 
the inspection, and urged staff not to 
lose morale. 

The inspection took place in early 
June, four months earlier than 
planned and coincided with Mr Os¬ 
bourne’s resignation following his 
arrest on suspicion of possessing in¬ 
decent images of children. 

Coun Craig said: “It is unfortunate 
Ofsted has come in 11 months after 
the initial report and not 15 as it had 
originally said. 

“It is unsurprising that this is the 
outcome given the timing of the visit, 


compounded by the extremely unfor¬ 
tunate events. 

“I think Ofsted had no alternative, 
from a safeguarding point of view, 
and that makes me mad because of 
all the hard work by staff who are 
all extremely focused on fixing the 
service.” 

Director of children’s services 
Nick Whitfield said: “I am pleased 
Ofsted has seen the progress we have 
made despite the earliness of their 
revisit. 

“We are working hard to provide 
the highest levels of safeguarding for 
children and young people and our 
improvement measures are begin¬ 
ning to have a positive effect.” 

A Department for Education 
visit in June said the council was 
further ahead in some areas than 
expected.

Energy secretary Edward 
Davey has dismissed as “tittle- 
tattle” claims a senior civil 
servant quit his Government 
department with a £470,000 
pay-out because of in-house 
fighting and policy u-turns.

October 2012 entirely of her 
own accord.

Mr Davey said: “It’s all tittle 
tattle. Four years’ service is 
generally considered a 
normal time for a permanent 
secretary.”

Tributes have been paid to a former 
council leader and mayor who died. 

Former Conservative Councillor 
David Edwards died on Sunday, July 
7, after a long battle against cancer. 

Tributes flooded in from family, 
friends and former council 
colleagues. 

Mr Edwards had prostate cancer 
diagnosed in 2007, but continued 
serving through his treatment until 
finally stepping down last year, after 
35 years as a councillor. 

He spent two spells as council lead¬ 
er, and in 1992, when he was mayor, 
he showed the Queen around the 
town hall during a royal visit. 

Mr Edwards lived in New Malden 
all his life, but represented Norbiton 
Park ward when he was elected in 


1974. 

The former Malden Manor and 
Beverley School pupil took a break 
in 1986 for world travel promoting 
Britain as a tourist destination, be¬ 
fore coming back and winning a seat 
in 1989 in Coombe Hill. 

Mr Edwards’ funeral will be held 
tomorrow, on July 19, at Putney Vale 
crematorium at 3.40pm.

But his defence counsel 
Courtenay Griffiths told ju¬ 
rors he was just pulling up his 
“fashionably low” trousers 
and the object had simply 
been a key. 

No witnesses saw the knife 
but one witness said he saw a 
clenched hand come down on 
Jamie in a stabbing motion - 
but did not see where this 
connected. 


The murder weapon has 
never been found. 

Francis later said: “We were 
like sumo wrestlers - face to 
face. It was childish.” 

The pair were due to be sen¬ 
tenced as the Kingston 
Guardian went to press. 

Jamie Sanderson’s girl¬ 
friend gave birth to a baby boy 
named Jayden in May.

‘Not kept in loop’ 
over drug centre 


A Surbiton headteacher said he was not 
“kept in the loop” about a needle ex¬ 
change for drug addicts that was put next 
door to his new primary school. 

Liberal Democrat councillors faced an 
onslaught of angry parents and teachers, 
who claimed the drug rehabilitation ser¬ 
vice at Surbiton Health Centre was kept 
secret, at a meeting on July 5. 

Clinton Pascoe, headteacher of Lime 
Tree Primary School, opened in partner¬ 
ship with the NHS and council in 
September, said: “I didn’t sign up to the 
school knowing there was a substance 
misuse centre next door. I do not think it 
would have affected my decision to work 
there, I just would have looked into it 
more. 

“I think at the moment what we have 
been trying to do is just gather further 
information to fully understand what is 
happening at the wellbeing services. 

“We are just playing catch-up to find 
out information and by having these 
meetings that is what we are doing.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor Malcolm 
Self, a governor of the school, said: “How 
can parents and governors make a deci¬ 
sion without knowing what is going on?” 

Fellow Lib Dem Councillor David 
Ryder-Mills, Kingston Council’s member 
for education, said: “We are certainly in¬ 
vestigating the consultation process. Not 
having been party to the consultation 
myself, I do not know how clear it was 
made about the wellbeing service, on the 
health side of things.”

A spokesman for Kingston Clinical 
Commissioning Group, which controls 
spending decisions for the NHS, said the 
decision was dealt with by its predeces¬ 
sor organisation, since axed by the pri¬ 
mary care trust, but public health was 
now a council matter. 

Conservative Councillor Andrea Craig 
said: “It was very heated. The parents 
were very unhappy with the way it had 
gone. 

“The fact remains that no one has 
taken ownership. The councillors are 
trying to blame the health workers.” 

A Kingston Council spokesman said 
needle exchange services reduced risk as 
users were more likely to dispose of their 
needles safely. 

The situation was monitored closely 
and there had been no reported inci¬ 
dents, he said. 

But Kinga Kulesza, mother of a child at 
Lime Tree Primary, said there have 
already been incidents where children 
have been exposed to indecent behaviour. 

She said: “The school had a sports day a 
few weeks ago, and there was somebody 
standing at the gate making obscene ges¬ 
tures at the children.” 

Jason Clelland, another parent of a 
child at Lime Tree Primary, was due to 
present a 700-strong petition at a council 
meeting at Guildhall on Tuesday, July 16, 
after this newspaper went to press.

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Plans reach a crossroads

After years of disappointment 
for residents, Transport for 
London (TfL) has unveiled its 
latest plans for the notorious 
Malden Rushett crossroads. 

Residents are being asked for 
their views on the scheme that 
includes a new system for 
making right turns from 
Leatherhead Road into 
Fairoak Lane. 

TfL is holding a drop-in ses¬ 
sion at the Chessington Nurs¬ 
eries Garden Centre today, 
Thursday, July 18, for resi¬ 
dents to discuss the designs. It 
runs from 2pm to 7pm. 

Under the plans Fairoak 
Lane and Rushett Lane would 
be widened as they approach 
the junction, which is a traffic 
accident hotspot. 

Last week two crashes hap¬ 
pened at the crossroads within 
hours of each other. 

Another major addition will 
be a pedestrian crossing over 
Fairoak Lane. 

Malden Rushett Residents’ 
Association chairman Beryl 
Gibson said: “That is 
something we have been cam¬ 
paigning for years. 

“Our residents were so dis¬ 
appointed previous plans or 
schemes did not include a 
pedestrian crossing. 

“Many parents in the village 
and a lot of people will not 
cross that road. We hope noth¬

ing actually happens to deter 
them carrying on the work.” 

Tony Arbour, Conservative 
London Assembly member for 
the south-west, said: “My 
general view is they do appear 
to be doing something. 

“I would be astonished if it 
is going to be a permanent so¬ 
lution to the problems of traf¬ 
fic turning right. Some 


progress is better than no 
progress.” 

But resident Andy Compton, 
who lives on the crossroads, 
said he was told by an 
estate agent the move would 
affect house prices. 

He said: “If you live on it you 
could have a great expanse of 
tarmac outside your house. 

“They have said it will drop 


by a substantial amount. I do 
not think it is fair.” 

In 2011 residents were told 
budget cuts had delayed the 
junction’s revamp again. 

The new plans have been 
endorsed by the council. 

In September, TfL will 
resurface part of Leatherhead 
Road as part of routine 
maintenance.

Union sees red over 
trust’s Mars payouts 


The organisation that runs Tol- 
worth Hospital has paid out hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds to 
staff members who agreed to leave 
their jobs early. 

South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health Trust 
(SWLSTG) paid 24 people a total of 
£700,000 (an average of £29,000 
each) under the mutually agreed 
resignation scheme (Mars). Three 
worked at Tolworth. 

Paul Maloney, regional secretary 
for the GMB union, said: “They 
don’t show as dismissals, they 
don’t show as people being made 
redundant. It is an abuse of tax¬ 
payers’ money. 

“It is public money and it is put 
in there to get rid of staff so they 
can be taken back when the NHS is 
privatised.

“The NHS is up for sale - that is a 
Government plan.” 

Mars was signed off by ministers 
in 2010 after then Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley told NHS trusts to 
cut management costs by more 
than 46 per cent over four years. 

SWLSTG said the use of the 
payments was allowed by NHS 
London. 

A spokeswoman said: “The pay¬ 
ments mean staff give up their 
notice period and leave sooner 
and the payments are half what 
they would get in a redundancy 
situation. 

“We only allowed staff to take 
part in the Mars scheme in areas 
where we knew we had to make 


cost improvement savings or 
where we could redeploy people 
whose jobs were at risk.” 

Employees apply to take part in 
the scheme, which is designed to 
help trusts save money under the 
current fiscal austerity regime. 

They are not allowed to sign a 
new work contract with the NHS 
for six months after taking part. 

Savings could come to half a mil¬ 
lion pounds a year after letting go 
the 24 staff members. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey said: “It does not seem 
to me particularly unusual.

Kingston Hospital, which has 
been shedding posts, said it did not 
use the Mars scheme.

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Late cop’s family could 
get his injury payout 


The grieving family of a heroic po¬ 
liceman who risked his life to save 
children from a joyrider, but later 
died from an overdose of 
painkillers could still qualify for 
compensation. 

Keith Gray, 40, died an accidental 
death from painkillers and was 
found in the early hours of July 28 
last year, at a Hestia housing hostel 
in Cromwell Road, Kingston, an in¬ 
quest heard last month. 

When he died he had been wait¬ 
ing for compensation for four 
years. The Metropolitan Police 
Federation called this “shameful”. 

A spokesman said: “It is shame¬ 
ful that Keith Gray did not receive 
the compensation he was entitled 
to, having acted selflessly to pro¬ 
tect others and suffered appalling 
consequences. 

“Officers put their lives on the 
line daily to protect the public and

when they receive injuries, like 
all other victims of crime, they 
should be properly and promptly 
compensated. 

“If Keith left dependents the pay¬ 
ment should now be made to his 
family to assist them in coping 
without Keith.” 

He had been left in a back brace 
and suffered a breakdown of his 
marriage after he tried to stop a 
driver high on drink and drugs 
mowing down children at a Christ¬ 
mas lights switch-on event in New 
Addington in 2008. 

He was also left homeless on two 
occasions. 

A spokesman from the Criminal 
Injuries Compensation Authority 
said: “In cases where someone is 
seriously injured, and will qualify 


for loss of earnings compensation, 
it can be several years before their 
medical prognosis is clear enough 
for us to be able to assess their 
claim. 

“We can compensate qualifying 
financial dependents should such 
an applicant die while their claim 
is still open, even if the applicant’s 
death was not directly attributable 
to the incident they were claiming 
for. 

“Anyone financially dependent 
on someone who dies while pursu¬ 
ing a criminal injuries compensa¬ 
tion claim should contact us 
as soon as they can to check their 
eligibility.” 

Mr Gray could have been in line 
for a payout of up to £250,000 or 
£500,000 including medical bills, 
although the Government body 
refused to say how much he was 
due.

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Blue badge 
‘pack of lies’ 


A man who used an elderly 
woman’s blue badge to park 
pretended he was helping a 
disabled man to a medical 
appointment. 

When Kingston Council offi¬ 
cers approached Robert Sim- 
monds, 76, from Colborne 
Way, Worcester Park, about 
his use of a neighbour’s blue 
badge in Lady Booth Road on 
November 16, he said he found 
it in a bin. 

Prosecutor Saima Khan 
said: “He stated he had met a 
man in the car park of his 
bowls club who could not walk 
and was in a panic as he had a 
medical appointment in 
Kingston. 

“Mr Simmonds offered to 
give him a lift. When asked for 
the gentleman’s name Mr 
Simmonds replied he did not 
know it, nor could he give any 
details of the vehicle. 

“He said he dropped off the 
male outside Primark in Eden 
Street and had then gone and 
parked in Lady Booth Road 
and used the badge to park.” 

But when prosecutors sug¬ 
gested using CCTV to confirm 
his story he admitted he had 
told “a pack of lies”. 

The prosecutor told the 
court Simmonds had found

Enforce law 
over cyclists 


While Kingston councillors 
may be considering how they 
might spend the money Boris 
Johnson is offering to improve 
the safety of cyclists, the coun¬ 
cil should also show what 
plans it has to protect pedestri¬ 
ans from arrogant and intimi¬ 
dating cyclists in the borough. 

Cyclists may be vulnerable to 
motorised vehicles, but pedes¬ 
trians are even more vulnera¬ 
ble to cyclists. 

The council and its officials 
have up to now failed disgrace¬ 
fully to enforce their own 
rules, particularly in Canbury 
Gardens where cyclists endan¬ 
ger small children by cycling 
along the tarred footpath 
(ignoring the No Cycling 
sign), or tear through the 


pedestrianised Clarence Street 
in Kingston town centre. 

I have experienced both of 
the above, but there cannot be 
anyone in the borough who has 
not seen cyclists jumping red 
traffic lights and cycling on 
pavements in residential areas. 

Many will also have seen peo¬ 
ple cycling wearing head¬ 
phones or talking on phones. 

We need police to enforce 
the law where cyclists are 
concerned. 

Cycling safety is important, 
but pedestrian safety should 
come first and our local au¬ 
thority and the police should 
see it does.

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A GOOD PERCH 


S ummer’s eventual ar¬ 
rival is the ideal oppor¬ 
tunity to while away a 
relaxing morning or evening 
fishing on the banks of the 
Thames, writes Jon Sharman. 

It is fertile water, perfect for 
those inclined to piscine pur¬ 
suits, with several species in 
abundance.

14 per cent rise in the average 
number of house hunters 
compared with last year’s 
figures - up from an average 
of 274 per branch in May 2012 
to 313 in May 2013.

“These really are encour¬ 
aging figures. Serious house 
hunters are continuing to 
enter the market and are 
intent on buying. 

“The current low lending 
rates have created attractive 
conditions for those with 
sizeable deposits who are 
thinking of buying or moving 
home. The story is reversed 
for first-time buyers though 
with figures down on last 
month, suggesting that there 
are still issues surrounding 
access to finance for this 
group. 

“We are hopeful that this 
positive trend will continue, 
with the sunny weather likely 
to bring even more house 
hunters to the market; plus if 
banks continue to compete on 
rates and offer increasingly 
attractive deals, savvy 
homebuyers may find their 
options in the market 
increase.”

ROAD TRAFFIC REGULATION ACT 1984 

THE PRUDENTIAL RIDE LONDON (RESTRICTION OF TRAFFIC IN CONNECTION WITH CERTAIN EVENTS) ORDER 2013 


1. Transport for London hereby gives notice that, after consulting the 
Commissioner of Police for the City of London, the Commissioner 
of Police of the Metropolis, the Councils of the London Boroughs 
of Hackney, Hammersmith and Fulham, Wandsworth, Hounslow, 
Richmond upon Thames, Merton, Tower Hamlets, Lambeth, 
Southwark, Camden, Redbridge, Waltham Forest and Newham, the 
Royal Boroughs of Kensington and Chelsea, Kingston upon Thames 
and Greenwich, the City of Westminster and the Common Council 
of the City of London, it has made the above named Traffic Order 
under section 16(A) of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 for 
the purpose specified in paragraph 2. The effect of the Order is 
summarised in paragraph 3. 

2. The purpose of the Order is to enable the event known as 
“The Prudential Ride London” to take place. 

3. The effect of the Order is to prohibit: 

(1) persons or vehicles entering, exiting and proceeding in the 
carriageway of any street or length of street specified in 
Schedule I and 2 to this Notice between the time specified in 
relation to each street or length of street (or earlier if required 
by a police constable in uniform) and a time when normal 
traffic operation can be resumed; 

(2) stopping or waiting by vehicles (including waiting for the 
purpose of delivering or collecting goods or loading or 
unloading a vehicle) in each street and length of street 
specified in Schedule I and Schedule 2 to this Notice. 

4. The provisions made in any Order in respect of one-way working 
which applies to any of the roads listed in Schedule 3 to this 
Notice, are hereby suspended or reversed as listed during the 
times specified. 

5. During the times specified, the provisions made in any Order in 
respect of bus lanes are suspended and stopping and waiting will 
only be permitted by vehicles used in connection with this event 
on the lengths of streets listed in Schedule 4 to this Notice. 

6. The provisions made in any Order in respect of a prohibition of 
cycling applying to any roads listed in Schedule I to this Notice, 
are hereby suspended for the duration of this Order. 

7. Between 0001 and 2359 hours on Saturday 3rd August 2013, this 
Order will allow the right turn from Moorgate southbound into 
London Wall westbound. 

8. Between 0001 and 2359 hours on Sunday 4th August 2013, the 
Order will also suspend: 

(1) all stopping and waiting on West Ham Lane (between its 
junctions with Victoria Street and Manor Road), Manor Road 
southbound carriageway (between its junctions with Memorial 
Avenue and Stephenson Street) and Silvertown Way (between 
its junctions with Hallsville Road and Brunei Street) in the 
London Borough of Newham; 

(2) the parking and loading bays on Farringdon Street northbound 
(between its junctions with Charterhouse Street and Holborn 
Viaduct) in the City of London except TfL authorised National 
Express, Megabus and local buses only; 

(3) the no right turn prohibition from Tower Bridge Road 
northbound into Tooley Street eastbound in the London 
Borough of Southwark;

(1) access through the fire gate on Felsham Road outside 
Deer Lodge;

(3) access through the fire gate on Langside Avenue at its 
junction with Roehampton Lane; 

(4) access through the removable bollards on Lacy Road. 

10. The prohibitions will apply only during such times and to such 
extent as shall from time to time be indicated by traffic signs and 
will not apply in respect of: 

(1) any vehicle being used for the purposes of that event or for 
fire brigade, ambulance or police purposes; 

(2) anything done with the permission or at the direction of a 
police constable in uniform or a person authorised by Transport 
for London or any London Borough affected by this Order. 

I I. Additional streets and lengths of streets may also be closed at the 
direction of a police constable in uniform, to facilitate alternative routes. 

12. Alternative routes will be signposted.
